CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—United States’ plans to send as­ 
tronaut John H. Glenn Jr., three 
times around the earth were post­ 
poned a second time today, prob­ 
ably until next Saturday. 
Reliable sources reported addi­ 
tional days were needed to com­ 
pletely check out faulty oxygen 
system in the environmental con­ 
trol system. This system, whith 
feeds oxygen to the astronaut’s 
pressurized space suit, developed 
problems during a checkout early 
today. 
The discovery of the trouble 
prompted officials to call an im­ 
mediate 24-hour delay of the shot, 
pushing it off from Wednesday 
until Thursday. Later, the sources 
reported, it was decided to make 
a complete check to insure all is 
right for Glenn’s safety. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration has not an­ 
nounced a definite date for the fir­ 
ing. and therefore declined com­ 
ment on the report. 
The trouble developed in a hard- 
to-get-at spot in the capsule and 


the entire control panel had to be 
removed so technicians could cor­ 
rect it. 
This is the fourth postponement 
of the launching. It originally was 
set for Dec. 20 when officials felt 
there was a chance to achieve 
manned orbit flight in 1961. When 
this was deemed impossible, the 
shot was put off until Jan. 16.

Air Vice Marshal Omar 
Dani He replaces S. Suryadarma 
who has been named military ad­ 
viser to Sukarno. 
Many of Indonesia’s 96 million 
people have been shocked by the 
crisis over West New Guinea into 
taking a sober look at the affairs 
of their island republic. 
A chain reaction of misadven­

rocked the Socialist republic in 
the past two weeks.

ROME (AP) — The Italian de­ 
fense ministry said today the Bul­ 
garian plane that crashed in It­ 
aly Saturday was on an aerial 
spying mission. 
A ministry

the plane, a Soviet-built MIG 17, 
crash landed. The plane previous­ 
ly had been identified as a MIG 
19. 
The communique said evidence 
of spying was obtained from film 
found in the plane, which carried 
high-powered 
cameras 
on

passes over a secret allied mis­ 
sile base near Bari just before it 
crashed. 
The armed fighter made two 
low-level passes over the missile 
base at Gioia del Cole—a new, 
closely guarded NATO installation 
—before slamming to the ground 
in a field Saturday only 2,000 
yards from the base. 
The Bulgarian consulate in a 
statement said the pilot, 2nd Lt. 
Milusc Solakov, 22, lost his way 
on a training flight in fog. It de­ 
manded the return of Solakov and 
the plane. The 
crash was 400 
miles from his base in central 
Bulgaria.

crowded twin-engine airliner, car­ 
rying comedian Bob Hope, ac­ 
tress Jane Wyman and several 
dozen others, was struck by light­ 
ning Sunday over Northern Cali­ 
fornia, Hope said today. 
The lighting bolt evidently dis­ 
abled some of the craft’s instru­ 
ments, Hope said, and the pilot 
turned around and landed at San 
Francisco instead of continuing to 
Los Angeles. 
’’We were about 15 minutes out 
of Monterey,” Hope told The As­ 
sociated Press. “I heard a thud 
and saw a flash of light. I thought 
the engine had backfired. 
“The lightning hit the nose of 
the plane. The pilot told US: ‘A 
strange thing just happened, la­ 
dies and gentlemen. We’ve been 
hit by lightning and we’re still 
flying.* 
“I turned to Jane Wyman and 
said: 'Is there an insurance ma­ 
chine on this plane?’ ” 
Hope said the plane was oper­ 
ated by Pacific Air Lines. He said 
about 40 persons were aboard. 
Hope, 
who had been at the 
Crosby golf tournament at Pebble 
Beach, south of San Francisco, 
flew home later on another plane. 
Miss Wyman, accompanied by her 
husband, Fred Karger, also took 
another plane home.

by his report, his goal for unem ­ 
ploym ent-dow n to 5 per cent by 
the end of this year, 4 per cent 
by rn id-1963—w ere not the final 
objectives. 
“ We cannot afford to settle for 
any prescribed level of unem ploy­ 
m ent,” the m essage said. 
He replied to the outcry already 
raised in Congress by the first 
m ention of his standby tax and 
public work proposals in the State 
of the Union m essage.

Kennedy 
spelled out his request for power 
to “ accelerate and initiate” up to 
$2 billion of works project* when 
unem ploym ent is rising. 
The President could act, under 
this plan, within two m onths after 
the unem ploym ent ra te (I) had 
risen in at least three out of four 
m onths and (2) had risen at least 
I percentage point higher than its 
level four m onths earlier.

In a TV interview Sunday he 
said “ Com m unist doctrine is con­ 
flict.” He foresees a step-up in in­ 
direct w arfare and guerrilla b a t­ 
tles and m entioned the guerrilla 
fighting in Viet N am as an ex ­ 
am ple. 
The United States had a monop­ 
oly on atom ic weapons only four 
years: from 1945 until 1949 when 
the R ussians achieved th eir first 
atom ic explosion. They developed 
their hydrogen bomb in 1953. 
Now th at both have the power 
to wipe each other out, neither 
w ants to begin w hat neither could 
win. Thus m assive retaliation, be­ 
ing a last gasp effort, would be a 
final retaliation. 
In a sense, then, they have p a ra ­ 
lyzed them selves in the act of 
achieving their m axim um power. 
It is useful to them therefore only 
in discouraging each other from 
any attem pt at an all-out sudden 
victory. 
But the Com m unists w ere nev­ 
er discouraged, even while this 
country had that four-year atom ic 
monopoly, from attem pting to ac­ 
cum ulate a series of sm all victor 
ies which, if perm itted, would in 
tim e becom e total victory. 
In the 1945-49 period com m u­ 
nism under Stalin tried its luck 
in Iran, G reece and T urkey but 
gave up under the pressure of 
President T rum an’s unpredictable 
toughness. 
In 1948 it did take over Czech 
oslovakia. This w as done too sud 
denly for T rum an to stop it. Then 
Stalin tried the Berlin blockade 
an episode which gave som e in 
sight 
into

both sides to blow’ the lid off . 
The W est, outnum bered by So­ 
viet ground forces, didn’t try to 
sm ash 
through 
to the 
city 
by 
land. 
T rum an 
tried 
the 
airlift. 
This gave Stalin a chance to back 
aw ay from the big w ar. 
T here would have been one if 
he tried to shoot down the planes. 
He didn’t and backed off. Then 
he tried his luck in K orea. This 
tim e T rum an stopped it with di­ 


rect action. But he w asn't fight­ 
ing the Red arm y there. 
When the Red Chinese got in 
and rolled back the U.N. troops, 
T rum an backed off from the big 
explosion. He m ight have sm ashed 
them with bombings. He didn’t. 
If he had tried it, and Russia 
cam e 
to 
China’s 
defense, 
that 
would have been it. The result 
w as a stand-off. The K orean w ar 
ended w here it began: at the 38th 
parallel. 
It was P resident Eisenhow er’s 
secretary of state, John F oster 
Dulles, who m ade a big thing of 
the phrase m assive retaliation. It 
never becam e m ore than a phrase 
with him , and som etim es a com ­ 
pletely em pty one. 
F or exam ple Dulles didn’t try

Cassel, R-Wvandot, heads the sec­ 
tion on finances. 
Com m ittee findings and recom ­ 
m endations will be subm itted to 
the 1963 legislature for appropriate 
action.

Operation Long 
Thrust w ill fly 6,000 
m ore U. S. Arm y com bat troops to West 
G erm any m the next few w eeks, the P en­ 
tagon announces. That w ill bring total ll 
S. m ilitary strength in Europe to 300.000. 
Long Thrust is a 
test of how rapidly 
these can be reinforced in an em ergency 
They could not be reinforced as rapidly 
as the com m unitst could throw in their 
m any divisions. These 300.000 are a fac­ 
tion of the num ber the R ussians could 
sum m on quickly. And they would m ove by 
land with far less danger than our troops 
transported by air 
It is the best the U. S. can do in Europe 
because of distance. But other NATO pow­ 
ers except Canada can certainly do m ore 
Britain. France, Italy and West G erm any 


and other m em bers could double and re­ 
double their available trained divisions, 
ready to m ove in with the sam e speed as 
the Russians. 
Then the conventional w arfare situation 
in Europe would be som ew hat equalized, 
with less chance of M oscow trying to get 
aw ay with ballistic blackm ail. 
The hesitancy of W est Europe to work 
up into the defensive collar is the m ore 
m ysterious because of a basic com m unist 
w eakness. It is the undependability of the 
satellite countries in a war. 
That goes far toward equalizing actual 
m ilitary potential, and would give t h e 
W est a decided advantage if other NATO 
m em bers m atched U ncle Sam 's hercul­ 
ean efforts.

Time To Act on Strikes 


Though protested by the m ajor autom o­ 
bile 
m anufacturers,

M ichigan 
state 
board has ruled the United Auto W orkers 
are entitled to unem ploym ent com p en sa­ 
tion for tim e lost because of a UAW strike 
in another plant. 
W orkers on strike are disqualified from

A state suprem e court decision paved

as 1958. 


Motor com pany officials contend the law 
never intended that funds contributed by 


em ployers should be used to finance strik­ 
es. 
The basic need here is for m achinery 
that will reduce or virtually elim inate the 
strike habit in the United States. Strikes

NEW YOR K(AP)—The Presi­ 
dent is taking a very optimistic 
view of the economy today. Hts 
glasses seem much rosier than do 
those of the traders in the s t o c k 
m arket. 
President Kennedy thinks pro 
duction, 
sales, profits, incomes, 
all are due to rise substantially 
in the next 18 months. This op­ 
tim ism colored his State of the 
Union message and formed the 
basis for his expectation of a 
small surplus in the budget for 
fiscal 1963, starting Jul I. 
And today the state of the econ­ 
omy—and the government’s role 
in abetting its growth or curbing J 
it« excesses—gets still another go­ 
me over in the President s annual 
economic report to Congress. 
Down in Wall Street, however, 
you get a lot of hedging on this 
optimism. Stock prices, as meas- j 
ured by 
the popular 
averages. j 
have 
backed 
away 
from 
their 
highs of a few weeks aeo. 
Some say this is because the 
m arket fears that the present up­ 
turn in busings activity hasn't as 
much stam ina as the President I 


thinks. They talk of its running 
out of steam after steel users stop 
building up stocks in fear of a 
strike or price rise. And they talk 
of a continuing squeeze on profits 
ex en if output and sales rise still 
more. 
But others interpret the market 
slowdown differently. They hold 
that stock prices already have 
risen to anticipate all the goodies 
which the President foresees. This 
view is that the m arket was ahead 
of the President, that prices con­ 
sequently now are as high as the 
future earnings on which he bases 
his 1963 budget estim ates would 
justify. 
And, of course, there are the 
usual nay-sayers. They hold that 
the market is only taking a siesta. 
The prospects of greater govern­ 
ment spending should stim ulate 
the m arket anew, in advance of 
the actual cash outlay pepping up 
the business of the industries af­ 
fected by federal program s. 
According to budget estim ates 
prosperity is expected to increase 
corporate profits by $10.5 billion 
to $56.4 billion this year and to

send personal income up some $30 
billion to around S448 billion. The 
Treasury's take from that would 
turn this fiscal year’s $7 billion 
Treasury deficit into a $500 mil­ 
lion surplus in fiscal 1963. 
Such a turn around would find

money out of the economy than 
it is pumping in—this fiscal year 
it’s putting $7 billion more in than 
it's taking out. And some fear 
this switch would hurt any incipi­ 
ent business boom. But it would 
also act as a brake on inflationary 
pressures. 
It is this interplay of govern­ 
ment policy and private industry, 
trade, profits, income, that the 
President is assessing in his eco­ 
nomic report to Congress today. 
And if his estim ate of how it 
will all turn out seems more op­

stock traders are backing with 
their cash or credit—well, Presi­ 
dents have been wrong in their es­ 
tim ates before. And a lot of stock 
traders have guessed wrong, too.

When Adlai Stevenson ran for 
President he was not taken serious­ 
ly 
by

He was defeated 
because

could not impress his personality 
upon the public mind. True, in cer­ 
tain liberal circles he appeared to 
be a genius who brought into pol­ 
itics literate language and acade­ 
mic knowledge and a voice that 
was not vulgar. 
In the United 
Nations, 
Adlai 
Stevenson emerged as a significant 
statesm an who is preserving the 
U n i t e d Nations at the moment 
of imminent collapse. There may 
be those who wish the United Na­ 
tions to collapse but among them 
are none who have a program to 
offer which is a substitute for this 
body either as a parliament or an 
agency for social development. 
Nothing is easier than to say “To 
hell with it” about anything but 
that swiftly spoken phrase offers 
no solution to an immediate pro­ 
blem which may end in war. Adlai 
Stevenson has adopted the role of 
the leader of those who hold the 
United Nations 
together 
despite 
the absurdity of 104 members, each 
with an equal 
vote, 
none 
with 
the capacity to maintain the peace 
alone. 
A body like the United Nations 
can easily fall into a shambles, 
because what it has to offer is its 
own strength 
from 
unity; when 
that disappears there is nothing 
but quarrels over speeches. The 
task is to keep it going or to find 
a substitute. Obviously the body 
has grown unwieldy and the eq­ 
uality of the vote has become ab­ 
surd. When Mali has a vote equal 
to the United States it is impos 
sible not to ask what is Mali. 
On the other hand, unless at a 
moment such as this a United Na­ 
tions can exist to serve and unless 
the small nations are given a sense 
of equality and dignity, the con­ 
cept of a world parliament can 
not be maintained. 
The 
wrong 
representative 
of 
such a country cs the United Stat­ 
es can only damage such a body by 
presenting a chauvinism amount­ 
ing to weakness while at the same 
time this country' maintains its dig 
nity and asserts the rights of na 
tions in the spirit that our Consti­ 
tution asserts the rights of man. 
Adlai Stevenson does this with wit 
and humor, while at no time sacri­ 
ficing the stature of the United 
States. 
To conservatives, Adlai Steven 
son appeared a liberal who would 
sell his c o u n t r y down the riv­ 
er. but the record of 1961 and 1962 
is that the United States has gam ­ 
ed in d i g n i t y and strength and 
that Adlai Stevenson’s role in the 
U n i t e d Nations played no small 
part in that 
I once said to Stevenson that I 


shall probably be very em barras­ 
sed for all the critical things I had 
written of him. And it seems to me 
that that day has come, particular­ 
ly as regards the entire Chinese 
situation which was so badly un­ 
derstood by the T r u m a n Ad­ 
ministration of which both Adlai 
Stevenson and Dean Rusk were 
m e m b e r s , but which is being 
so competently handled today by 
the 
Kennedy 
Administration 
of 
which Stevenson and 
Rusk are 
leading members. It is possible to 
say that for the first time since 
1932, the U n i t e d States is giv­ 
ing Asia a good and understand­ 
ing look. 
This means much in the United 
Nations, for whereas the SLno-Rus- 
sian program has not jelled, the 
American attitude tow and

China has jelled, and is not likely 
to be c h a n g e d because the atti­ 
tude of the United States is that 
standards for admission into the 
U n i t e d Nations are not likely 
to change lightly.
